MANY NEW GRAVES 


Big Demand for Grave Dig- 


gers at Local Cemeteries 


The influenza epidemic 
in 
Lowell, 


now mercifully enough somewhat on 
the wane, has been so severe that for 
the last Ji) days the 
three 
principal 


cemeteries, Edson, St. 
Patrick's and 


Lowell,- have had to employ 20 grave- 
diggers for 10 hours a day. 


Last week Supt. Meaghftr of St. Pat- 


rick's reports that there w,ere 60 per- 
sons buried there. 
This, week Mr. 


Meagher believes that before Saturday 
evening', 90 persons will have been 
buried out there as the funerals in that 
cemetery are averaging from 14 to 20 
per day. Mr. JMeagher has been super- 
intendent of this cemetery, off. and on, 
since 1SS7, and in this long period 
says he has never known so many sad 
scones enacted in a single day as has 
repeatedly 
been 
the case at St. Pat- 


rick's each 
day 
for the past three 


weeks. The cemetery officials have al- 
ways considered 10 funerals a day an 
unusually large number. 
Ten grave 


diggers arc now constantly employed 
at the cemetery. 


At Kdaon icemetery last Sunday 
16 


persons were buried. There have been 
10, 32 or 13 funerals each day for a 
we.ek at Kdson. 
In 
the 
past 
three 


weeks there have been 122 burials at 
Kdson. 
Four prrave diggers are' cm- 


ployed constantly, many days working 
overtime. 


At the Lowell 
cemetery there has 


been an average of three burials a day 
for three weeks.

Nearly every grave, opened at this cem- 
etery is lined with evergreen boughs 
which costs ?ii, besides ?5 for opening 
tho grave.

President Wilson in s. solemn proc- 


lamation has designated October 12 
this year as Liberty day. a day on 
which the peopie of tiiis nation are 
to redodicato Ui&mselv>is to the ideals 
of our governmeiii and the principles 
of world freedom and democracy. 


The day in a special manner recalls 


the genius of ilia*, first admiral who 
lilted the veil of ocean and revealed 
to 'the- world the existence of a new 
continent which was destined to be- 
come the home of freedom, the refuge 
of the oppressed of every other land 
and, as the present titanic struggle has 
ehown or is about to- show the pro- 
tector of all nations from a modern 
form of oppression fully as had as any 
that existed in the past. Never before

world 


affairs as in the present war. 


The United States has broken away 


from its isolated position among the 
nations and ia now not only a world 
power but the very greatest of siuih 
powers.

THE EPIDEMIC 


It is hoped that the epidemic which 


has swept this part of New England 
for the past six weeks is 'iow on the 
wane. 
Low ell has certainly paid a 


heavy toll to. this influenza scourge 
and the end is not yet in .sight 
A 


large number'of new cases is reported 
daily and it is noticed tbat the disease 
brings on a very great tendency to 
pneumonia. 
It strikes chiefly at the 


lungs and the heart, whnrftiis the orig- 
inal grippe 
of 
IS'JO had more 
the 


character of a severe cold that brought 
on a high fever with a disturbance uf 
the nervous system. 


There has been some criticism of 


the action of the health authorities on 
tite ground that its preventive 
mea- 


sures were not sufficiently sweeping 
nor enforced with sufficient strictness. 
Some people favored putting a card 
on the door of every house in which 
a, case of the influenza was found; but 
ibis would be a very extreme step 
that might perhaps result in the neglect 
of patients and otherwise do more 
harm than good. The board of health 
has aiso been criticised for not putting 
its foot down strictly against holding 
wakes 
or 
any 
assembly of people 


where 
a 
victim of the disease 
is 


awaiting burial. The people have been 
cautioned repeatedly against such as- 
semblies and in fact against assem- 
blies of all kinds; but unless compul- 
sory methods are adopted, it is very 
difficult to get the public to observe 
any regulations of the kind even whnn 
the violation thereof is attended with 
serious dangers. 


It is well for every person who is 


attacked with influenza to realize that 
this disease is much more serious than 
is generally supposed- 
When compli- 


cated with pneumonia, the danger i& 
certainly very grave. 
Many patients 


who have appeared to be on the road 
to recovery have been suddenly cut off 
by a sinking spell or general collapse. 
if the patient is to be saved from the 
most serious consequences, this must 
be done in the early stages of the 
disease. 


The Lawrence liquor dealers appar- 


ently have a good friend al court in 
the person of Robert S. MaJoney, com- 
missioner of health for the city. Yes- 
terday he made a plea for the liquor 
interests which resulted in the saloons 
being allowed to continue to do bus- 
iness.

When she sonds out pleas for doctors, 
nurses «nd othor agents to combat 
influenza, it will take nirtetlnn forti- 
tuUo indeed, not to tell her to shut 
down on boozo first.

clock hands will not be put back ai 
the "saving daylight" scheme origlnitlly 
contemplated. Most of America's opin-

From early childhood I had thought 


of Jerusalem as the Holy City, The 
City on a Green Hill, and everything 
that was beautiful and lovely. What 
a surprise lay in store for rue that first 
morning when we ^motored up from 
Jaffa.

The journey is. about 50 miles. 'Be- 


fore the war the trip was made over.a 
slow, uncomfortable Turkish railway. 
There were but three motor cars in all 
Palestine before the war, ; . 


However, this morning we .left. Jaffa 


by Ford, and started up to Jerusalem. 
We crossed the fertile and" productive 
plain of Sharon. 
This year it has 


yielded a fine crop of wheat and Maia^. 
We passed many herds of cattle and 
Sheep grazing- in the fields. 


Villagers Save Part of their Herds 


The villagers succeeded in saving 


part of their flocks by hiding them in 
the hills when the Turks retreated, ar.rt 
fortunately the Turkish retreat was 
made so rapidly that they were unable 
to scour through the hills and round 
up the cattls and sheep. The British 
came forward so rapidly that it was 
all the Turks could do to get out of 
the way. 


Coming into the Judean 
foothills, 


tve .looked over the plain, dotted all 
over with the little bell tents of tha 
British camps. 


We could see tied up long lines of 


camels, great herds of little donkeys, 
or, as one soldier referred to them, 
"Gen. A lien by* s white mice." 


" The entire plain is one great seeth- 
ins military camp; the Jaffa-Jerusa- 
lem road today is a fine metal roa.fl, 
which the British have entirely re- 
built since the capture of Jerusalem, 
although it is the same roadbed over 
which the approach to Jerusalem from 
the sea has been made as far back 
as'the time of King Solomon, when the 
timber for the temple was brought 
from Lebanon by sea rlown to Jaffa, 
then by road up to Jerusalem, 


The road winds in and around the 


beautiful hills of Judeau. covered with 
6Uve trees—although the Turks cut 
down thousands of trrcs for firewood. 
Trees, rocks, hills and 
all 
have .a 


chalky white appearance; dry weather 
traffic on the roads has raised a con- 
tinuous cloud of dust, which blankets 
the whole 'countryside. 


Cnmclff, TJonkeys, Horses—and Motors 


Crawling slowly up and down the 


hills are lone: lines of motor lorries, 
which keep the air full of dust clouda. 
Up and "down- constantly are moving 
troops of cavalry goin.cr tip to the lin-?s 
or coming back fur rest, 


On the footpath along the side of 


the road urn thf; slow moving camel 
trains, always traveling in single tile, 
and at times in trains that are well 
over five miles in length. 


Moving alonr; arc hundreds of little 


donks also in single filo. with great 
loads, that welch as much as the don- 
key himself. 


All along tho ro.-ui working like anin 


are men of the K;ry;i;i;in labor- corps, 
for the road must onn.slantly bo worked 
upon in orner to Veep it -in condition. 
Hundreds break larrr.; ronim imo smalt 
pieces; others with little baskets on 
their heads carry the stonss to the 
ponds, while others repair and level.

operation to be continued. 
"Sixth:" AH taxes, municipal, state 


or federal, to be paid (or reimbursed 
if paid by the companies) by the gov- 
ernment. 


"Seventh: 
Tho lice.nsa and rental 


contracts between the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company and the 
licensed companies to be continued, 
arid the American Telephone and Tel- 
egraph company is to give such ad- 
vice and assistance as the postmas- 
ter general may require, its to main- 
tain its scientific, technical and en-

In 
an interview with ;i .Baltimore Sun re- 
porter, he has told the tragic story of 
Rumania's participation in the war.

No 
matter how unhappy its plight, not one 
of them is disheartened.

She is betrayed, broken, 


h.ceding", devastated. 
I wonder if you 


have, in the United States, any notion 
of the enormity of Rumania's suffer- 
ings. 
Imagine, if you can, what 
it 


would mean to you if all the railroads. 
..ridges, factories 
and 
shops in 
the 


United States, from the Atlantic sea-, 
board to K! Paso, had been destroyed 
by an invader, if your country had lost 
in one year of war 11..000.000 people, 
and if in part of your territory ruled 
by the oppressor, 360,000 of your broth- 
ers and parents had been condemned 
to death and shot and hanged! 
Doea 


this give you some understanding- ,if 
the situation of the Rumanian nation 
today?" 


Lieut. Stoica was with the Rumanian 


forces which deserted from Transyl- 
vania, because they refused to fight for 
their Austrian oppressors. He saw the 
whole of the brief 
.Rumanian cam- 


paign. The Russians, then flecp in the 
Hungarian Bukowfna, were to strike 
when the Rumanians struck. 
The al- 


ii* J army at Saloniki was to advance 
against thfi Bulgers. 
Russia promised 


200,000 reinforcements to the 
Ruma- 


nians, and the 
rapid 
forwarding 
of 


large supplies sent to her by the allies. 
Rumania was to strike for the moun- 
tain passes and to unlock the Hunga- 
rian plain for a common Rumanian- 
Russian advance 
into 
the 
hearts of 


Central Europe. 
But what happened? 


The 
Russians 
held 
up Rumania's 


supplies. 
Stuermer's government sent 


20,000 men instead of 
the 
promised 


200,000. 
It .was not possible to begin 


a sustained offensive 
from 
Salonikl. 


And 
Brusiloff's 
Russians 
failed 
to 


budge an inch, although at thn height 
of the Rumanian invasion the troops of 
the little kingdom actually stood be-

guarding the passes of the Carpathi-

the Prussians. It was a 


cruel disappointment.

way. 
Peasants and small business people, 


says the appeal, sh'ould be the last to 
dispose of their bonds, because at

of demobilization they 


will be able to buy useful articles of 
all sort.

MANY NEW GRAVES 


Big Demand for Grave Dig- 


gers at Local Cemeteries 


The influenza epidemic 
in Lowell, 


now mercifully enough somewhat on 
the wane, Was been so severe that for 
trio last 10 days the 
three principal 


cemeteries, Edson, St. Patrick's 
and 


Lowell, have had to employ 20 grave- 
diggers for 10 hours a day. 


Last week Supt, Meagher of St Pat- 


rick's reports that there were 60 per- 
'sons buried there. 
This "week Mr. 


Meagher believes that before Saturday 
evening, 90 persons 
wQl ha^ve been 


buried out there as the funerals in that 
cemetery aro averaging from 14 to 20 
per day. Mr. Meagher has been super- 
intendent of this cemetery, off,and on, 
since 1SS7, and in this long period ? 
says he has never known so many sad 
scenes enacted in a single day as has 
repeatedly been the case^ at St. Fat- 
rick's each day for the ''past three 
weeks. The cemetery officials have al- 
ways considered 10 funerals a day an 
unusually large number. Ten grare 
diggers are now constantly employed 
at the cemetery. 


At Edson cemetery last Sunday 16 


persons were buried. There have been 
10, 12 or IS funerals each day for a 
week at JOdson. 
Jn tho past 
three 


weeks there have been 332 burials at 
Edson. 
Four grave diggers are em- 


ployed constantly, marry days working 
overtime. 


At the Lowell cemetery 
there has 


been an average of three burials a day 
for three weeks. Six men are employed 
in 
thin cemetery 
opening 
graves. 


Nearly every grave opened at this cem- 
etery is lined with evergreen bouchs 
which costs $5, besides $5 for opening 
tho grave. 
In tlic other cemeteries It 


is stated that lining the grave is the 
exception rather than the rule. The 
price for opening a grave in most of 
the Lowell cemeteries will average ?i 
or 55 with a $3 charge for opening a 
R-rave for a child.

eign costumes to meet the needs of to- 
day our own American designers have 
gone direct to original museum docu- 
ments for their inspiration. Miss Ruth

sity, has used the collections at the 
museum to such good effect that thft 
modern nowns designed by her pupils 
and based on decorations and lines 
discovered in this research work were 
bought and sold at onco by New York 
merchants. 


A year ap;o textile manufacturers in 


New York discovered the commercial 
and artistic value of the designs em- 
bodied in the art of pre-historic and 
savage peoples, and adapted many of 
those designs to the printed silks and 
cottons that have become so popular.

tached to fabric decoration, costume 
design itself is of mnre vital moment.

or

victim of ths disease 
is 


awaiting burial. The people have been 
cautioned repeatedly against such as- 
semblies and in fact against assem- 
blies of. all kinds; but unless compul- 
sory methods arc adopted, it is very 
difficult to get the public to observe 
any regulations of the kind even when 
the violation thereof is attended with 
serious dangers. 


It is well for every person who is 


attacked with influenza to realize that 
this disease is much more serious than 
is generally supposed. 
When compli- 


cated with pneumonia, the danger i.s 
certainly very grave. 
Many patients 


who have appeared to be on the road 
to recovery have been suddenly cut off 
by a sinking spell or general coilapse. 
If the patient is to be saved from the 
most serious consequences, this must 
be done in the early stages of the 
disease.

From early childhood I had"^ thought 


of Jerusalem as . the Holy City, The 
City on a Green Hill, "and everything 
that was. beautiful and lovely.. What 
a surprise lay.in store for me that first 
morning when we motored, up from 
Jaffa. 


The journey is.about 50 miles. Be- 


fore the war the trip was made over a 
slow, uncomfortable Turkish railway. 
There were hut three ^notor cars in all 
Palestine before the war. 


However, this morning we left Jaffa 


by Ford, and started-up^ to'Jerusalem, 
We crossed the fertile and productive 
plain of Sharon. 
This year it has 


yielded a fine crop of wheat and Mala^ 
We passed many herds of cattle and 
Sheep grazing in the fields. 


Villagers Sare Part of their Herd-* 


The villas ers succeeded in savin ty 


part of their flocks by hiding" them in 
the hills when the Turks retreated, and 
fortunately the Turkish retreat was 
made BO rapidly that they were unable 
to scour through the hills and round 
up the cattle and sheep. The British 
came forward so rapidly that it was 
all the Turks could do Lo get out of 
tho way. 


Coming into the Judean foothills, 


wo looked over the plain, dotted all 
over with the little .bell tents of the 
British camps. 


We could see tied up long lines of 


camels, great herds of little donkeys, 
or, as one soldier referred to them, 
"Gen. Allenby's white mice." 


"The entire plain is one great seeth- 


ing military camp; the Jaffa-Jerusa- 
lem road today is a fine metal road, 
•which the British have, entirely re- 
built since the capture of Jerusalem, 
although it is the same roadbed over 
which the approach to Jerusalem from 
the sea has been made as far back 
as the time of King Solomon, when the 
timber for the temple was brought 
from Lebanon by sea down to Jaffa, 
then by road up to Jerusalem. 


The road winds in and around the 


beautiful hills of Judeau, covered with 
olive trees—although the Turks cut 
down thousands of trees for firewood. 
Trees, rocks, 
hills and all have a 


chalky white appearance; 'dry weather 
traffic on the roads has raised a con- 
tinuous cloud of dust, which blankets 
the whole countryside. 


Camels, Donkeys, Horse:*—and Motors 


Crawling slowly up and down the 


hills are long lines of motor lorries, 
which keep the air full of dust clouds. 
Up and down constantly are moving 
troops of cavalry going up to the lines 
or coming back for rest. 


On the footpath along the side of 


tho road are the slow moving camel 
trains, always traveling in single file, 
and at times in trains that are well 
over five miles in length. 


Moving along aro hundreds of little 


donks also in single file with great 
loads, that weigh as much as tho don- 
key himself. 
, 


All along1 the road working liko anta 


are men of the Epryplian labor corpa, 
for the road must constantly be worked 
upon tn iorder to keep it in condition. 
Hundreds break larg^e rocks into smah 
pieces; others with little baskets on 
their heads carry the stones to the 
roads, while others repair and level. 


As you go up to Jerusalem 
from 


Jaffa you are unable to sen the city 
from any distance. 
We were actually 


In Ihe environs of Jerusalem before I 
realized, wo were anywhere near. 


Jerusalem was not at all what I had 


expected. 


It is, in fart, two cities. 
Ono city Has within a great wall, 


another lies without. 


The outside city la made np of «v- 


ory sort of conceivable building, from 
prcnt massive foretg'n hotels, down to 
attacks made, of 
wooden 
boxes and 


American tin cann.

Says Lieut. Stoica 


Lieut. Vasile Stoica, vice president of 


the 
Rumanian ' national 
council 
at 


Paris, who fousht all through ths In- 
vasion of Transylvania and the heart- 
breaking retreat to the river Sereth, is 
in America on a mission to win ths 
consent of congress, for the organiza- 
tion of Ihe Rumanian legion to flsht 
under the American Msn command. In 
an interview with a Baltimore Sun re- 
porter, he has told the tragic story of 
Rumania's participation in the' war. 


"The Rumanian 
nation will 'carry 


on' to the end," he said. "Not one of 
the small nations is beaten so long as 
the United States is in the war. 
No 


matter how unhappy its plight,' not one 
of them is disheartened. 


"True. Rumania lies for the moment 


prostrate. 
She is betrayed, broken, 


b.eeding, devastated. I wonder, if you 
have, in the United States, any notion 
of the enormity of Rumania's suffer- 
ing's. Imagine, if you can, what 
it 


would mean to you if all the railroads. 
Bridges, factories and shops in 
the 


United States, from the ^Atlantic sea- 
board to Kl Paso, had been destroyed 
by an invader, if your country had lost 
in one year of war 11,000.000 people, 
and if in part of your territory ruled 
by the oppressor, 360,000 of your broth- 
ers and parents had been condemned 
to death and shot and hansed! Doas 
this give you some understanding .T? 
tho situation of the Rumanian nation 
tod.iyr' 


Lieut Stoica was with the Rumanian 


forces which 'deserted from Transyl- 
vania, because they refused to flsht for 
their Austrian oppressors. He saw the 
whole of the brief 
Rumanian cam- 


paign. The Russians, then deep in the 
Hungarian Bukowina, were to strike 
when the Rumanians struck. The al- 
lii J army at Saloniki was to advance 
asainst the Bulgars. Russia promised 
200,000 reinforcements to the 
Ruma- 


nians, and the 
rapid 
forwarding of 


large supplies sent to her by the allies. 
Rumania was to strike for the moun- 
tain passes and to unlock the Hunga- 
rian plain for a common Rumanian- 
Russian advance 
into the hearts of 


Central Europe. But what happened? 


The Russians 
held 
up Rumania's 


supplies. Stuermer's Rovernment sent 
20.000 men instead of 
the 
promised 


200.000. Tt was not possible to begin 
a sustained offensive 
from 
Saloniki.

Brusiloffs 
Russians 
failed 
to 


budge an inch, although at tbe height 
of the Rumanian invasion the troops of 
the little kingdom actually stood be- 
hind the Austrian forces 
that 
were 


guarding the passes of the Carpathi-

cruel disappointment. 


Foiled in the moment of their tri- 


umph all along the line, exposed on ths 
Transylvania plain to Hank attacks by 
the Bulgars and Germans in the south 
and bv the Magyars and Germans in 
tlie north, the Rumanians, abandoned 
to the overwhelming onemy forces, be- 
gan their retreat.

Another survivor declared that all of 


the Ticonderoga's eight lifeboats with 
the exception of one, were riddled with 
shrapnel before they could be launched. 


A number of men .who tried to g-et 


nto the eighth boat were 
killed by 


shrapnel as they climbed over the side 
of the. vessel, he said. 


"Finally.'' this 
survivor 
continued, 


"one of our men, in desperation, swam 
close to the submarine and hailed an 
officer, asking him in God's name to 
stop firing.

he woukl shoot him.

KIPANESE HIP 


The Hirano Maru-Torpedoed 


South of Ireland—Feared 


300 Lives Lost 


A BRITISH PORT, Monday. Oct. ?.— 


(By The Associated Press.)—The Jap- 
anese steams-hip Hirano Maru of 7935 
tons gross has been 
torpedoed 
and 


sunk. 
It is feared 300 lives were lost. 


The Hirano Maru was outward bound 


for Japan and carried about 200 pas- 
sengers. -The vessel was torpedoed and 
sunk by a German submarine early on 
Friday morning when about 300 miles 
south of Ireland. 


The few survivors who were picked 


up by the American torpedo boat de- 
stroyer 
. Sterrett have been 
brought 


here. 
They declare thai the torpedo 


struck the steamer in the forward en- 


nft room. 
Nothing remained for those on board, 


including the women and children, but 
to plunge into the ocean. 
A large num- 


ber, 
however, 
went 
down 
with 
the 


ship. 
The vessel disappeared com- 


pletely within seven mintes after bc- 
in^ struck by the torpedo. 


The scene was 
indescribable. 
The 


weather was bad and rather hazy. 


The c r i es 
of 
the d r o w n i n g 
were 


heartrending. 
K very body 
had 
been 


supplied with lifebelts, xbut/ only the 
strongest were 
able 
to 
stand 
the 


buffeting waves and exposure. 


The commander of the American de- 


stroy e,r Sterrett heard 
the explosion 


and directed his vessel for the scene. 
The ship had disappeared, but many 
persons were struggling in the .water. 


There were no small boats available, 


but the destroyer picked up 30 persons, 
one of whom died while being brought 
ashore. 


Among the survivors were these pas- 


sengers in the first cabin: 


A. A. Young, Louis Durmont. A. B. 


Asklaca, T. H. Butler and 
Fred 
J. 


Karsch. About 22 members of the Jap- 
anese crew were rescued. 


While the Sterrett was picking up 


the men and women struggling in the 
water, thejGcrman submarine tired two 
torpedoes at the warship. Roth missed. 
' After making a thorough search for 
survivors, the Sterrett headed for the 
submarine, firing several 
shots 
and 


dropping depth charges.

Marine Corps hcaclquurters issues the following: 


Because of a difference between the Christmas part-el regula- 


tions announced liy the War Department ami the Navy Depurt- 
mcn, Marine Corps headquarters has received inquiries as to 
which regulation should be observed in sending Christmas pack- 
ages to marines. 


The War Department regulations for Christinas parcels for 


soldiers overseas \vill be observed in the case »f every marine 
whose address is "American Expeditionary Forces." 
This address 


indicates"that the marine serving overseas io un Army capacity, 
and temporarily detached from the Navy. 


For all other marines, whether in training or sc-rvinsr actively 


in tliis country, at naval posts and stations at 
IIOIIIL- and abroad, 


or on ship duty, Navy regulations \>i!l govern.
